D.C. Sets Primary Vote To 
Elect 2 'Shadow Senators' 

Next January, the predomi- 
nantly Black District of Columbia 
may have two non-voting mem- 
bers of the U.S. Senate. 

Legislation passed by the D.C. 
City Council authorizes a primary 
election on September 11th and a 
November election date to select 
the winning pair. 

That is, 3 the U.S. Senate and 
House membership approve the 
legislation, which is "a gimmick^ 
designed as a silent protest 
against the lack of voting partici- 
pation in Congress by residents of 
the nation^s capital. The two D.C. 
senators, now referred to as 
"shadow senators," will have no 
Capitol Hill offices. 

They will not be paid a salary, 
relying on public contributions 
and fund-raising to pay staffing 
and clerical expenses. Said a 
statehood proponent: "WeVe got 
a non-voting delegate in the 
House, so why not two non-voting 
senators?" 

Thomburgh Aide Linked 
To Releasing Gray Leak 

Attorney General Dick Thom- 
burgh confirmed recently that his 
spokesman, David Runkel, played 
a role in an alleged mistaken CBS 
report that Rep. William Gray 
(D., Pa.) was under investigation. 

Democrats were angered by the 
CBS report. The Justice Depart- 
ment denied Gray was a target 
and spent $224,000 trying to find 
who leaked the information at 
Thomburgh's request. 



Kansas City Rights Leaders 
Praise Court's Decision 

Civil Rights leaders voiced 
satisfaction recently over a Su- 
preme Court ruling upholding the 
right of Federal judges to make 
local officials raise taxes to reme- 
dy racial segregation problems 
left by a history of Kansas City 
school segregation. 

The legal battle began in 1977. 
Over the years, many Whites had 
fled the school district putting 
their children in mostly White pri- 
vate or suburban schools. Voters 
in the city, meanwhile, had reject- 
ed a series of proposed tax in- 
creases to pay for improvement of 
schools attended by Blacks. 

"It's a victory for civil rights liti- 
gants," said Arthur A. Benson, H, 
a lawyer for a group of plaintiffs 
in the city's long-running battle 
over desgregation. "It affirms the 
principle that constitutional viola- 
tions can and must be remedied 
even if the remedy requires the 
constitutional violators to raise 
taxes and whether or not their 
constituents are in favor of new 
taxes.** 

Rollins Wins Court Battle 
To Keep His N.Y. Apartment 

TV star Howard Rollins Jr., re- 
cently won a court battle to keep 
his New York City rent-stabilized 
apartment. Manhattan Supreme 
Court Justice Harold Baer ruled 
that the star of NBCs "In the 
Heat of the Night" has the right 
to renew his lease. Rollins' land- 
lord had refused to renew the 
lease claiming that Rollins was 
not using the apartment as his 
chief place of residence.

Census Bureau Facing 
A 'Crisis' Undercount 

A number of Black officials from 
New York, Los Angeles, Houston 
and Baltimore said recently the 
Census Bureau is facing a "crisis 
situation'^ as 39 million households 
have not returned their census 
forms. As a result, many stand a 
chance of not being counted. 

The officials, part of a task force 
of the U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
called for President George Bush 
to join a public relations campaign 
which stresses "it's OK for people 
to open their doors" when census 
workers make their rounds door 
to door. 



Klansman Challenges 1951 
Law On Hoods In Public 

A Klansman recently entered a 
Georgia courtroom in full robe 
and hood to challenge a 1951 
Georgia law that makes it a crime 
to wear a mask or hood in public. 

Shade Miller, arrested in 
February for wearing a hood in 
public, contends the law violates 
his First Amendment right to 
free-speech. 

"The Klan uses anonymity as an 
instrument of terror and fear," ar- 
gued Earl Shinhoster an Atlanta 
NAACP executive. Some argue 
the law is needed to curb acts of 
violence by hate groups. 
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Rev. Abemathy's noted career in- 
cluded pastoring Atlanta's West 
Hunter Street Baptist Church and 
heading SCLC. 



Rev. Ralph Abernathy Dies 
Praised For Contributions 
To Civil Rights Movement 

The tombstone will read: "7 
tried. 

That's the way Rev. Ralph 
David Abernathy once said that 
he wanted to be remembered. 
Not as a quitter. Not as any great 
leader. Ofttimes, he stood alone, 
faced angry volleys of words, but 
he never surrendered. 

A calmness came over Atlanta 
when word flashed that 64-year- 
old Rev. Abernathy, the man who 
stood shoulder to shoulder with 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
including going to jail 17 times 
during more than a decade of agi- 
tation, died suddenlv at the Craw- 
ford Long Hospital in that city. 
The cause of death: cardiac ar- 
rest. He had entered the hospital 



March 23 for "a low sodium condi- 
tion." Previously, he had suffered 
two heart attacks and undergone 
brain surgery at Baltimore's 
Johns Hopkins Hospital. 

"There is peace in the valley," 
remarked an Atlantan who had 
followed the career of the soul 
mate of Dr. King. Abernathy had 
cradled King's bloody head m his 
arms as the mortally wounded 
leader lay in Memphis dying, and 
then, for the next nine years, 
made an ill-fated effort to "hold to- 
gether the civil rights forces" in 
memory of "Tiis fallen hero." 

The Poor People's Campaign, 
earlier planned by King to divert 
organizational goals from civil to 
economic rights, deteriorated into 
a national disaster. Some 2,600 
campers brought to a tent city on 
the historic mall in the nation's 
capital were forced to abandon 
the temporary home at the hands 
of police. The Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), 
which King headed, virtually dis- 
banded under Abernathy's ad- 
ministration. There was little 
comparison in the styles of the 
two men. Slow-talking and deliber- 
ate, Abernathy was a simple man 
with a cumbersome oratory, while 
King was articulate. New En- 
gland educated, and emotionally 
poetic. Even more, Abernathy 
lacked the magnetism to bring 
Black supporters out in droves. 

Resigning from the SCLC post, 
the activist-minister returned to 
his West Hunter Street Baptist 
Church where he had been pastor 
since 196L A peace advocate, he 
circled the globe three times and 
lectured extensively.

To the suprise of many, Abema- 
thy entered national poHtics by 
endorsing GOP presidential hope- 
ful Ronald Reagan at a time the 
Republicans shunned Black 
voters. He was one of the few 
Blacks to goad the Califomian to 
continue a civil rights tradition. 
He then turned to supporting 
Rev. Jesse Jackson for president 
in his two campaigns. 

Almost divorced from his for- 
mer colleagues and cronies in "the 
Movement," Abemathy last year 
dropped to the lowest level of re- 
spect in civil rights circles. He did 
what no other King inner-circle 
member had done -write about 
King^s alleged marital infidelities, 
in his autobiography. And The 
Walls Came Tumbling Down. 

Dr. Joseph Lowery, current 
SCLC president, said: "...As 
time passes, the controversy over 
Abemathys book will pass, but 
Abemathys contributions to the 
civil rights movement will live." 



Former Atlanta Mayor Andrew 
Young, now running for Governor 
of Georgia, declared: "The Ralph 
Abemathy that I saw in that book 
and I read about was not the 
Ralph Abemathy that I knew, 
and I prefer to remember the 
Ralph Abemathy that walked so 
closely with Martin Luther King- 
and that was my partner and 
friend throughout the active days 
of the civil rights movement." 

In the spirit of redemption, 
Coretta Scott King seemed to 
pacify the strain when she praised 
Abemathy^s strength as a **tacti- 
cian and a counselor to Martin." 
She said that this view "has been 
eloquently recorded in Martin's 
own writing and in the annals of 
America's Civil Rights Move- 
ment." 

He is survived by his wife, Ju- 
anita; two sons, Ralph David, 3rd, 
a Georgia state legislator, and 
Kwame Tuthili; and two daugh- 
ters Juandalynn and Donzaleigh.

NIAID Awards $1,239,621 
For AIDS at Black Colleges 

Seven Black Health professions 
schools which comprise the AIDS 
Consortium Center were recently 
awarded a total of $1,239,621 by 
the National Institute of Aller^ 
and Infectious Diseases to ad- 
dress the AIDS problem. 

The grant, which was awarded 
to the Association of Minority 
Health Professions Schools 
(AMHPS), will be used to coor- 
dinate intensive prevention and 
research activities aimed at 
reducing the incidence, morbidity 
and mortality of HIV infection 
among minorities. The consorti- 
um is headed by Dr. Rudolph E. 
Jackson, professor and acting 
chairman of the Department of 
Pediatrics at the Morehouse 



School of Medicine in Atlanta. 

Statistics show that AIDS is be- 
coming less and less a disease of 
White, gay men in the United 
States 

"Minorities, primarily Blacks 
and Hispanics, now constitute 45 
percent of the 121,000 cases of 
AIDS reported since the epidemic 
began in 1981. In fact, some re- 
searchers predict that AIDS will 
become a ^ghetto disease' by the 
year 2000,"^ said a National Insti- 
tute of Allergy and Infectious Dis- 
eases official.

Widow of Archie D. Syphax, 



Sr., a prominent real estate 
businessman who at one time 
owned 25 houses and two apart- 
ment buildings, she operated a 
child care center and a senior 
citizens home for many years. 

A year-long exhibit of the 
Syphax family opened at the Na- 
tional Archives in Washington 
last month. One of President 
Washington's relatives had a rela- 
tionship with a slave woman that 
began the clan of light-skinned 
Blacks who played a prominent 
role in the state's history.

$15 MiUion Lawsuit Filed 
In CaUf. MusHm's Death 

A $15 million wrongful death 
lawsuit was filed in Los Angeles 
County in behalf of a 7-year-old 
girl whose father was killed in 
January during a disturbance 
with sheriff's deputies. 

The attorney for Brittany Beas- 
ley filed the suit in connection 
with the fatal shooting of her fa- 
ther, Oliver Beasley, 27, of Los 
Angeles. 

Officials said what began as a 
routine traffic stop turned into a 
brawl when members of the Na- 
tion of Islam began fighting with 
deputies in front of an apartment 
building used as a Muslim meet- 
ing place. 

Omcials said a deputy trainee's 
gun was taken during the brawl 
and he drew a backup pistol, fir- 
ing several rounds and fatally 
wounding Beasley in the head. 

Blacks Angry In Teaneck 
N.J. Over Youth's Death 

Three persons were injured re- 
cently during a protest in Tea- 
neck, N.J., over a White police of- 
ficer fatally shooting a Black 
teen-ager. 

Angry youths turned over cars, 
broke the windows of a municipal 
building and stores, and wide- 
spread looting was reported. 
Authorities said Phillip Pannell, 
15, was fatally wounded when po- 
lice investigated a report oi a 
teen-ager brandishing a gun near 
a schoolyard. Police maintain they 
found a loaded gun on Pannell. 

Protesters, however, asked for 
a special prosecutor to investigate 
the shooting. 
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Ex-Cop Who Sparked Miami 
Riots 'Attempts' Suicide 

William Lozano, the Miami po- 
lice officer convicted of man- 
slaughter for the deaths of two 
Blacks in the Overtown section of 
the city, was in stable condition in 
a Miami hospital at Jet press 
time after an apparent suicide at- 
tempt, officials said. 

Authorities did not disclose the 
nature of Lozano^s injuries. 

He was the target of racial un- 
rest in Miami when motorcyclist 
Clement Lloyd, 23, and passenger 
Allan Blanchard, 24, were killed 
when Lloyd was shot by Lozano 
as Lloyd fled police after a traffic 
violation. Blanchard died of iiyu- 
ries suffered in the crash. 

Lozano, who called himself a 
scapegoat for the city's racial 
problems, was sentenced to seven 
years in prison (Jet, Dec. 25-Jan. 
1, 1990). 

He was appealing his conviction 
at Jet press time. 

Oak Park PoHce (HI.) Study 
Shows Incidents Of Racism 

A Special Internal Affairs In- 
vestigating Team of the Oak Park 
police department found that five 
racially motivated incidents oc- 
curred within the department be- 
tween 1978 and 1988. 

The most serious finding was 
that White officers blocked the 
transmissions of radio calls for 
help made by Black officers. 

The finding were based on in- 
terviews with 94 current and 
former officers, police reports and 
internal affairs documents.

Sickle Cell Treatment 
Shows Promise Of Cure 

A drug already used for certain 
cancers and blood disorders is 
showing early potential as a treat- 
ment for sickle cell anemia, re- 
searchers say. 

If future research confirms the 
findings and shows longterm safe- 
ty, the drug hydroxyurea could be 
the first to attack the cause of the 
disease rather than its symptoms. 

"We're cautiously optimistic,*' 
says Dr. Griffin Rodgers of the 
National Institute of Diabetes 
and Digestive and Kidney Dis- 
eases in Bethesda, Md. 

Findings from an early study 
published in the New England 
Journal of Medicine show the 
drug worked in 7 of 10 patients. 

The disease, which is inherited, 
affects 50,000 people in the USA, 
mostly Blacks. Because there's no 
successful treatment, 10 percent 
to 20 percent die by age 3. 

Study Says TV Viewing Is 
Making Kids Violent, Fat 

Obesity and aggressive, violent 
behavior in children could be the 
result of prolonged television 
viewing, a recent study by the 
American Academy of Pediatrics 
concluded. 

In the academy's first state- 
ment on television since 1984, it 
said TV is sending irresponsible 
messages about alcohol and sexu- 
al behavior. 

The academy predicts that to- 
day's children will have spent sev- 
en years in front of the TV by the 
time they reach age 70.

The highest paid Black 
player is Minnesota Twins spark- 
plug Kirby Puckett, who earns 
$2.7 million this season. Following 
Puckett is Los Angeles Dodgers 
veteran Eddie Murray, who is 
paid $2.51 million. Rickey Hen- 
derson, star of the World Champi- 
on Oakland's A's, will earn $2.25 
million this season, and the New 
York Yankees' Dave Winfield, 
coming back from being sidelined 
with a back ailment, is next at 
$2.12 million. 

Cincinnati Reds star Eric Davis 
and Chicago Cubs star Andre 
Dawson both will earn $2.1 mil- 
lion this season, while Dodgers in- 
fielder Pedro Guerrero and San 



Francisco Giants home run hitter 
Kevin Mitchell both earn $2.08 
million. Montreal Expos base 
thief Tim Raines is at $2.05 mil- 
lion and Toronto Blue Jays power 
hitter George Bell rounds out the 
top ten salaries $2.0 million. 

The St. Louis Cardinals boast 
the most Black milhonaires, with 
five on the roster, while three 
clubs, Cleveland, Philadelphia 
and Houston have no Black 
million-dollar players. 

And while those salaries repre- 
sent the 1990 figures, some of

Ironically, the lowest paid of 
these millionaires is Bo Jackson, 
who was the 1989 All-Star game 
MVP. However, he is only a part- 
time major leaguer, drawing a $1 
million salary from the NFL L.A.

Some 
called the sun's appearance a 
"miracle^ most befittmg the real 
star of the show, Mandela himself. 

The first group of performers 
included an exuberant Patti La- 
Belle, as well as the Neville 
Brothers, whose current LP was 
Britain's "album of the year," and 
Tracy Chapman, whose socially 
conscious lyrics have sold more 
than 15 million albums worldwide. 
Ms. Chapman most appropriately 
performed Freedom Now, which 
she wrote in tribute to Mandela 
while he was still imprisoned, 
Bom To Fight, and Talkin' 'Bout 
A Revolutioriy which she sang im- 
mediately after Mandela's moving 
and upbeat 20-minute speech to 
the mostly White, and young, 
British crowd. 




British comic Lenny Henry and 
Oscar-winning actor Denzel Wash- 
ington served as hosts for the six-hour 
musical tribute. 

"Do not listen to anyone who 
says you must give up the strug- 
gle against apartheid," Mandela 
told me roaring crowd who fre- 
quently interrupted him with ap- 
plause and cheers. "Reject any 
suggestion that the campaign to 
isolate the apartheid system 
should be wound down. It is only

"The reward the people of 
South Africa and the rest of the 
world seek is the end of apartheid 
and the transformation of our 
country into a non-racial democra- 
cy," Mandela told the crowd, 
which had previously chanted 
"Nelson, Nelson, Nelson." "That 
prospect will only become reality 
as a result of struggle." 

Accompanying Mandela on the 
stage adorned with the ANC 
green, black and yellow flag, were 
his wife, Winnie, and Adelaide 
Tambo, wife of African National 
Congress President Oliver Tam- 
bo, who is ill. The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson was among the political 
figures and patrons of the Inter- 
national Reception Committee, 
sponsor of the concert tribute, 
who attended the concert. 

The excitement of the crowd ex- 
tended backstage where the per- 
formers were delighted when 
Mandela came back to thank 
them. "Over the years in prison, I 
tried to follow developments in 
music, and your contributions 
gave me tremendous inspiration 
through my difficult days, he told 
the artists. "Today, I can now 
thank you face to face. The free- 
dom of Black people will take 
place during our lifetime. The 
message you are sending out is 
stronger then the message being 
sent out by politicians. We, the 
people of South Africa, respect 
each and every one of you. We 
love you." 

"Everybody here is ecstatic," 
super singer Anita Baker said af- 
ter Mandela visited backstage.

Song And Dance 

IIS a member of the singing Jack- 
son family, it was pretty much 
a foregone conclusion that Janet, 
the youngest of the clan, could 
sing. In 1984, she showed the 
world that she could dance as well 
as sing when she joined the cast of 
"Fame." 

Two years later, Janet was able 
to combine singing and dancing as 
no other female artist had ever 
done before when she released 
her mega-hit Control album. The 
videos featured seductive, preci- 
sion-type dancing that was 
choreographed by a former Los 
Angeles Lakers cheerleader 
named Paula Abdul. Janet knew 
her because she had worked with 
the Jackson brothers on the Tor- 
ture video. 

Ms. Abdul choreographed four 
tunes from Control, including 
Nasty and Whut Have You Done 
For Me Lately? In those videos 
she combined sexual energy with 
classy, alluring moves. The combi- 
nation propelled Janet into the 
classification of sexy superstar. 
Any who saw the videos wit- 
nessed the fact that Janet was, in- 
deed, a full-grown woman. 

Paula's star rose like Janet's. 
Soon, her services as a choreogra- 

gher were in constant demand, 
he worked with ZZ Top, George 
Michael, the Pointer Sisters and 
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created the dance scenes in Eddie 
Murphy's hit movie Coming to 
America. 

In 1988, Paula released her de- 
but album Forever Your Girl. Af- 
ter the initial singles bombed, 
Straight Up began getting signifi- 
cant air play. The album eventual- 
ly yielded four No. 1 hit singles 
and is still near the top of the rec- 
ord charts. 

There are a number of similari- 
ties in the careers of the two su- 
perstars. The initial musical ef- 
forts of both were unsuccessful. 
However, in both cases, determi- 
nation prevailed. Both are consid- 
ered among the most beautiful 
and sexy artists the music indus- 
try has produced in many years. 
Their low-keyed personalities al- 
lowed them to become like sisters 
during and after the time they 
worked together. Paula gave 
Janet her wide-ranging knowl- 
edge of dance while Janet gave 
her quite a few pointers on what 
the music world is all about. 

Both have had to deal with lin- 
gering rumors about a serious rift 
m their relationship. Both deny it. 
Paula said: "There is no feud. 
WeVe very close." She was quot- 
ed in People Magazine as saying 
"Janet's my prize pupil. She 
worked her butt off for me. The 
end result is that we made each 
other look extremely good." 

Janet tells reporters that the 
reason the two do not communi- 
cate with each other that much is 
because of burgeoning careers, 
but there is still a sisterly feeling. 

Ms. Abdul, who is a big hit, started 
gaining attention as a cheerleader for 
the Los Angeles Lakers.

She said that she sent flowers to 
Paula when Forever Your Girl be- 
came No. 1 and received flowers 
from Paula when her album be- 
came No. 1. 

The only place the two actually 
compete is for supremacy of the 
music charts. Paula's Forever 
Your Girl has competed with 
Janet's Rhythm Nation for many 




weeks on the Billboard music 
charts. The two albums have been 
jockeying for the top spot for 
several weeks. Both artists, as 
well as their albums, have had 
some of their success fueled by 
wonderful videos. 

Paula, a native of the San Fer- 
nando Valley section of L.A., was 
directing the moves of the Lakers 
cheerleaders when she caught the 
attention of such courtside fans as 
Arsenio Hall, Jackie and Marlon 
Jackson. That led to her working 
with the family. 

As Ms. Abdul's success in- 
creased, so did the public's curi- 
osity regarding her racial and eth- 
nic background. Her mother is 
French Canadian and her father 
is Syrian-Brazilian. She admits 



being surprised at the incredible 
amount of curiosity. 

In addition to rumors of a rift 
between Paula and her, Janet also 
must contend with persistent 
reports of fighting mside the 
Jackson clan. She denies those 
rumors and says she is hurt by 
them. 

Both Janet and Paula have had 
meteoric rises in their careers. 
And they are learning quickly 
how to deal with rumors, invasion 
of privacy and little personal 
time. Their ability to deal with 
the downside of celebritv status 
has come almost as quickly as the 
fame itself. Their high-tech visual 
and vocal styles are expected to 
keep them as hot commodities in 
Hollywood well into the decade.

90th Anniversary Of Black 
Anthem *Lift Every Voice'
